WASHINGTON, April 10.— 
German submarines have sunk 
during the war a grand total 
of 686 neutral vessels, includ- 
ing nineteen Americans, and 
have attacked unsuccessfully 
seventy-nine others, including 
eight American, according to 
an official tabulation given 
out at the State Department 
today, and complete up to 
April 3. Since the German war 
zone order went into effect on 
February 1 more than one- 
third of the vessels sunk have 
1 been neutral, and a large 
number of other neutral ves- 
Sels have been terrorized ‘into 
staying in port. No estimate 
is available of the large num- 
ber of lives lost on neutral 
vessels, but it is known to 
have been large. Official re- 
ports show that about 250 
Americans have been lost on 
neutral and belligerent steam- 
ers together.

Widespread Strike Movement, 
Threatening Supply of Nation's 
Army, Subsiding—Correspondent 
Investigates Reports of Failing 
Output of Munitions.

PETROGRAD, April 9, 6:30 (via 
London) April 10, 9:20 a.m.—( De- 
layed.) “Russia's national watch- 
word must be union—front and 
rear.” 

This declaration was made today 
by William Theidze, Socialist mem- 
ber of the Duma, and president of 
the Executive Committee of the 
Council of Workmen's and Soldiers 
Deputies, and he had special refer- 
ence to the widespread strike move- 
ment which until the last few 
days appeared to threaten the sup- 
ply of Russia's army and civilian 
population. In order to investigate 
the alarmist reports of the failing 
output, the extravagant demands 
and the threatened violence of the 
workmen, the Associated Press cor- 
respondent made the rounds of the 
labor organizations and important

Deputies where Sokoloveky, a mem- 
ber of the Duma Council, made the 
following statement: 

“The conflicts are being allayed 
and the number of men at work 
is steadily increasing. All recognized 
labor organizations, our council, the 
Official Social Democratic party and 
the Duma Labor Commission are 
doing their best to prevent trouble. 
The Duma Labor Commission has 
gone from factory to factory in an 
endeavor to persuade the employees 
to come to an agreement. 

“As a result, in large, private fac- 
tories, the trouble with the men has 
been settled, or is being settled; in 
small private worshops which are 
outside the employers’ organizations 
the eight-hour day has been refused 
the men and therefore strikes are 
general. The large state workshops 
present the hardest problems 
Formerly, these shops were found 
subject. to despotism and military 
violence and strikers were punished 
by being sent to the front. The 
directors at first found it hard to 
accept the new conditions, but they 
now have granted the eight-hour 
day and the men are returning to 
work. 
“Many of the so-called strikes 
were due to the lack of fuel; others 
were the temporary result of revolu- 
tionary exaltations. Conditions in 
the state powder factories were 
threatening. The men diamissed all 
their superiors but were unable to 
run the works themselves and the 
result was general disorganization. 
They have, however, agreed to take 
their chiefs back. 

“All the labor unions expressed 
themselves as being opposed to un- 
disciplined individual strikes. We 
now have a complete system of con- 
ciliation courte and recognize no 
strike, the cause of which has not 
first been adjudicated by the courts, 
whose decisions are being loyally 
accepted, The reported cases of 
violence and extravagance and de- 
mands for enormous wages and holli- 
Gays are isolated; they have not 
been recognized by the men's or- 
ganizations and in most cases were 
due to the instigation of out- 
siders, who have nothing in common 
with genuine labor.

WORRYING WASHINGTON 


Rumor that Sweden will Enter War on 


Side of Germany Adds to Tension. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.] 


ASHINGTON BUREAU 
W OF THE TIMES, April 

10.—It is not permitted 
to give details, but it may be 
said generally that the highest 
officials of the United States are 
extremely alarmed as to condi- 
tions in Russia. Will the new 
republican government survive 
uncertainties within and the 
certainties of the German miuli- 
tary attacks without? If Rus- 
sia fals to survive the American 
government looks forward to 
burdens even heavier than it is 
now prepared to assume The 
American army of 1,200,000 or 
2,000,000 men, which it ie hoped 
can be raised, equipped and 
drilled within fifteen months 
may be desperately needed for 
service abroad before that. 
Then will come the apparently 
unsolvable problem of how to 
get them there. 

It has been pointed out in 
these dispatches for two days 
new that high American offi- 
cials were worrted about Rus- 
sia. Special information not 
yet available to the general 
public seems to be in their pos- 
session. The alarm referred to 
was communicated to Theodore 
Roosevelt today. Conscription 


may be difficult to jam through - 


Congress, destroyers and 
chasers of the deadly subma- 
rines may be long in building. 
enlistments in army and navy 
may lag—but all these are sim- 
ple problems and easily over- 
come. The worry about Russia 
may be endured. There is noth- 
ing much 
done immediately. 

So alarmed are American offi- 
clals about the Russian saitua- 
tion that a fllrmsy rumor current 
today to the effect that Sweden 
had entered the war upon the 
side of the Central Powers at- 
tracted great attention in the 
State Department. They did not 
scoff at the rumor, but hoped 
it was untrue. In diplomatic 
circles the report was dis- 
credited. 

However, it was recognized 
that should Sweden strike Rus- 
sia at the present moment it 
would be most disconcerting to 
the Entente Allies, and tem- 
porartiy., at least, disastrous for 
Russia. 

Sweden's sympathies have 
been belleved to lean toward 
Germany, on account of her 
fear of Russian aggression, and 
als» in the hope, it hag been 
said, that Germany would as- 
siet ber to recover her long- 
lost possessions on the Russian 
shores of the Baltic. which 
Peter the Great originally be- 
gan to take from Sweden after 
the complete defeat of Charles 
XII of Sweden.

BELIEVED TO BE FOILS FOR 
SINISTER GANGSTER. 


Following Strange Developments 
in Case of One Miss, Police 
Think Young Women are Kid- 
naped and Made Tools in Pilots 
to Extort Money. 


That numbers of girls reported 
as missing from their homes have 
been used as tools by a gang of 
blackmailers is the belief of the po- 
lice, following developments yester- 
day in the case of Miss Frances An- 
derson of No. 1816 North Van Ness 
avenue. Miss Anderson, 15 years 
old, disappeared from her home the 
night of March 15 and was absent 
several days. When she returned 
she would tell nothing of her ac- 
tions, .the police say. 

They declare she was used as 4 
foil by a gang of five blackmailers. 
One of them, a woman, who in a 
letter signed herself “Billy,” ac- 
cording to Sergt. Marden of the ju- 
venile bureau of the police depart- 
ment, tried to make arrangements 
with Miss Anderson to blackmail a 
prominent business man of this city. 
The attempt failed, according to the 
police, through the miscarriage of 
the letter. 

It is in the possession of Sergt 
Marden, who has complete descrip- 
tions of the operators of the scheme, 
He believes he will soon have them 
under arrest. 

The police say the five persons 
are responsible for a number of 
blackmailing schemes. It is the be- 
lief of Sergt. Marden that the five 
persons implicated in the present 
case. have kidnaped young girls in 
the past and used them in their 
operations against wealthy men of 
the city. 


FATE IN BALANCE. 


Writ Restraining the Recorder at

MAY EVEN UP PAx. 


Uniform pay of $150 per month 
for detective sergeants will possibly 
obtain as 4 result of action taken 
yesterday by Mayor Woodman in 
recommending to the Police Com- 
mission an amendment to the salary 
ordinance. 

“There are twenty-four detective 
sergeants receiving $150 per month, 
three receiving $125 per month and 
three on a salary of $100," said 
Mayor Woodman. “All these officers 
do the same work, are on duty 
the same number of hours and are 
subject to the same regulations, and 
I see no reason why all should not 
receive the same pay, namely $150 
per month.” 

Acting on the Mayor's request, 
the Police Commission recom- 
mended that the salary ordinance 
be amended, fixing the salary of 
the thirty detective -sergeants at 
$150 each, and sent the recommen- 
dation to the Council. 

A move toward furnishing the 
police officers with free ammuni- 
tion was also made when. at the 
Mayor's request, the Police Com- 
mission passed a resolution recom- 
mending’ that the CounciF appro- 
priate a fund to purchase dges.

HE FALSE AND THE TRUE. 

Another alleged German spy has been 
placed under detention in Los Angeles. If 
he is guilty The Times hopes he will get 
as severe a sentence as was passed out to 
Bopp. His offense may or may not be as 
grave as Bopp's, but the situation is 
graver now, and the United States, in its 
hour of peril, cannot afford to temporize 
with skulking enemies who plot against 
the life and safety of any citizen or plan 
to unlock the gates to armed and blood 
lusting foes. It is agreed by all holding 
military responsibilities in our country that 
our greatest danger is in the opportunities 
for treachery still open to those to* whom 
we have given our hospitality, but are un- 
worthy of it.

But discriminating readers will draw the 
line between malicious and seditious aliens 
and citizens of foreign birth who are loyal 
and true. Although the United States is 
at war with Germany, a large majority of 
our naturalized citizens of German origin, 
and their families, are as devoted to our 
flag and our institutions as are any other 
Americans.

The German-Americans of 
this class, peacefully residing in the 
United States today, are, many of them, 
subject to much embarrassment that can- 
not be avoided; but as The Times has re 
peatediy said, they should and will be 
treated with considerateness by all right- 
thinking Americans—regarded as friends.

Although recruiting is not proceeding at 
A very rapid rate, arrangements are being 
made to take care of a large number of 
men. When these arrangements have been 
completed there will be no doubt about 


the men coming. 


The first real fight will loosen things. 
The experience of the militia along the 
Mexican border last summer made the 
young men of the country somewhat wary. 
They are unwilling to go down again to 
watch the border and do nothing. They 
may also serve who only stand and wait, 
but it isn't a very popular occupation. The 
next time our men go to the border it will 
be to do things. ä 

When the fighting actually begins the re- 
cruits will come in a flood. The old spirit 
of Americanism is not dead. On the con- 
trary, the spirit of service never has been 
higher or burned with a purer flame. When 
the call to battle really comes the response 
will leave the army officers in no embar- 
rassment as to where men will be found. 

The plans of the War Department have 
been clearly outlined. There are to be no 
filascos such as were witnessed at the be- 
ginning of the Spanish-American War. 
There will be no miscellaneous raising of 
troops; no commissions given to men with- 
out military training. The present inten- 
tion is to recruit the National Guard and 
regular army up to their required strength 
for immediate service; and if necessary 
this will be by the draft. 

Meanwhile hundreds of young men of 
education will be put into training as offi- 
cers. Graduates of recognized colleges are 
accepted into the officers’ reserve corps as 
second Heutenants Some time next month 
it is expected that these reservists will be 
ordered into — camps to be estab- 
lished in the different States. 

Upon reporting to the commanders of 
these camps for instruction the present in- 
tention is to put them on three-quarters 
pay. The purpose of these camps will be 
partly to give military instruction to the 
young probationers, partly to give the army 
instructors an opportunity to observe them. 
After four or five months’ intensive in- 
struction those men who seem to have the 
capacity to command, the bearing the 
physical vitality and the military instinct, 
will be given commissions in the army. 
This army in which they are to hold posi- 
tons of command is to be raised by con- 
scription, according to the present plans of 
the General Staff. Five hundred thousand 
young men between the ages of 19 and 22 
will be called to the colors in August. An- 
other 500,000 will be called up either the 
following winter or the next spring. By 
this time another year we should have an 
army of 1,000,000 men, trained or partially 
trained. 

Among the immediate military activities 

of Los Angeles is the very rapid accumula- 
tion of the motor reserve corps. Under the 
guidance of Capt. Bird six companies have 
been practically completed. All the men 
enlisted for these companies are trained 
chauffeurs, who are given the grade of 
sergeant. The principal difficulty just now 
is to get cooks to enlist. 
The capture by a United States destroyer 
of an enemy ship loaded with arms and 
munitions of war, bound for the Mexican 
coast, has literally brought the war to the 
doors of Los Angeles and has emphasized 
the stand taken by The Times that our 
military forces should be. kept on our soll 
to protect our own shores and people until 
it becomes expedient to send soldiers 
abroad. 

There may come a time later on when we 
shall find it proper and necessary to par 
ticipate in the great battles in France. 
Meanwhile dangers, very black and threat- 
ening, are developing on the Mexican bor- 
der. There the first clash of arms is likely 
to come and there the most intent vigilance 


is needed.

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ECALLING AMBASSADORS. 

The withdrawal of an Ambassador at 
the request of the nation to which he is 
accredited, or his summary dismissal by 
such nation, is not a cause of hostilities, 
for while such withdrawal or dismissal 
may be for political reasons, it is more 
commonly because the Minister or Consul 
has so conducted himself as to become per- 
sona non grata. 

Such withdrawal is usually followed by 
the appointment of an unobjectionable per- 
son and does not involve a suspension of 
diplomatic relations. 

In our history as a nation, extending over 
a period of 133 years, only nine foreign 
Ambassadors have been given their pass- 
ports or been recalled at our request. 

Thomas Jefferson, when Secretary of 
State under Washington, asked the recall 
of Genet, the French Ambassador, in 1793, 
for making inflammatory speeches and for 
trying to commission privateers here to 
prey on British commerce. 

James Madison, when Secretary of State 
under Jefferson in 1805, handed the Mar- 
quis of Casa Trujo, the Spanish Minister, 
his passports for attempting to bribe a 
Philadelphia editor to favor Spain in a con- 
troversy with the United States. 

Robert Smith, when Secretary of State 
under Madison in 1809, procured the recall 
of the British Minister, F. J. Jackson, for 
circularizing British Consuls accusing the 
American government of bad faith. 

Then we had an interval of forty years 
without there being occasion to request the 
recall of a foreign Minister. 

In 1849, when Gen. Taylor was President, 
M. Poussin, the French Minister, was re 
called because of insolence to Secretary of 
State John M. Clayton. 

In 1855, when Franklin Pierce was Prest- 
dent, Secretary Guthrie obtained the recall 
of the British Minister Crampton for en- 
listing soldiers for the Crimean war. 

The next dismissal of a foreign Minister 
occurred thirty-three years afterward, 
when, in 1888, James G. Blaine handed 
Lord Sackville West his passports for ad- 
vising American citizens of British birth to 
vote for Grover Cleveland for President. 

In 1898 the Spanish Minister, Dupuy de 
Lome, wrote disrespectfully of President 
McKinley to a friend tn Cuba, for which 
Offense Secretary Hay obtained his recall. 

During President Taft's term Secretary 
Knox handed his passports to Rodrigues, 
the Nicaraguan Minister, as a protest 
against the judicial murder of two Amert- 
icans in Nicaragua. 

In 1913 Secretary Bryan did not exactly 

procure the recall of Rustem Bey, the Turk- 
ish Ambassador, for unkind criticisms of 
the United States, but he induced the Sul- 
tan to give Rustem Bey “leave of absence,” 
and he left in October, 1914, and has never 
since returned. 
The recall of the Austrian Ambassador, 
Dr. Dumba, was requested by Secretary 
Lansing in 1915 as a result of his attempts 
to cripple American industries. 

The Austrian Ambassador, Count Tarno 
Tarnowski, was not recalled. He arrived in 
New York on the day Germany announced 
her campaign of ruthlessness, but Pres- 
dent Wilson refused to receive him until 
it should be announced how fully the Aus- 
trian government indorsed the submarine 
policy of Germany. 

In the meantime the interests of Austria 
were taken charge of by Baron Prich Zwie- 
dinek, the Austrian Charge d' Affaires. On 
Monday last that official asked Secretary 
Lansing for passports for himself and all 
Austrian Consuls in the United States and 
Mr. Lansing received notice that the Amer 
lean Embassy at Vienna had been notified 
of a suspension of diplomatic relations be- 
tween Austria-Hungary and the United 
States. 

That means, of course, that the Vienna 
appendix to the government of Mr. Hohen- 


zoliern, the tail to his Prussian kite, has 


obeyed the orders of its master, and, with- 
out sufficient cause, without, indeed, any 
cause at all, has practically declared war 
against this nation. 

The immediate result to Austria of this 
break will not be beneficial. She will lose 
the kindly care which the United States 
has been giving to over 1,000,000 Auetrian 
prisoners in Russia and France, and she 
will lose the four Austrian ships in Amer- 
em ports which were seized on Monday

Our government will de put to no addl- 
tional cost or care to guard against Aus- 
trian spies and dynamiters, for we were 
watching all unnaturalized Austrians any- 
how, and we can now expel all such who act 
or talk inimically to this country which 
has afforded them bread and shelter. 


EED FOR ACTION. 

Figures announced by the Census Bu- 
reau for the cotton crop of 1916 give it as 
11,442,838 etjuivalent 500-pound bales, exclu- 
sive of linters. Cotton, like other products, 
is showing a westward trend. For 1916, 
Arkansas, Louisiana, Oklahoma, Texas and 
California together produced over 6,000,000 
bales—more than half the entire crop of 
the United States. Texas alone raised 
nearly one-third of the entire crop for that 
year. 

The center of production for cotton is 
likely to move stil] farther west. In 1912-13 
the production of the State of Texas alone 
was over 4,800,000 bales. There is reason 
to believe that this State by itself can 
grow as large a crop of cotton as the en- 
tire United States now produces. Califor- 
nia, Arizona and Northern Mexico are only 
beginning to raise cotton. Yet in eight 
years Imperial Valley farmers have gone 
ahead of the long-time cotton States of 
Virginia and Florida. 

Formerly New England was the great 
cotton manufacturing district of our coun- 
try, and it still sends out cotton goods of 
great value. Since 1880, however, the ten- 
dency has been for manufacturers to seek 
sites nearer the producing areas, and the 
South now consumes more bales in her 
own mills than she ships to New England. 

It is probable that in the near future 
California, Arizona and Northern Mexico 
will produce a crop of at least 500,000 bales. 
The value of this amount of raw material to 
our southern coast region, with mills on the 
ground to convert it into textile fabrics, is 
shown in the chapter, “Southern Manufac- 
turing.” in President Scherer’s most inter- 
esting volume, “Cotton as a World Power.”

NATIONALIZATION OF THE 
RAILROADS. 


[CONTRIBUTED Yo THE TIMES.)

ATES of railroads from coast to 
coast are coming up for deter 
mination. The roads have 

scheduled an increase of 15 per 
centum and the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission has suspended 
the new schedules until July 29, be- 
fore which time a ruling allowing 
or disavowing the advance in whole 
or in part may be had. 

National commercial organiza- 

tions have joined in a call for a 
meeting to be held in Chicago on 
April 13 and propose a onation- 
wide campaign of protest against 
guy increase of rates. 
* The commotion has its occasion, 
though by no means it sole reason, 
in the Adamson law and the ap- 
proval of its provisions recently an- 
nounced by the Supreme Court. In 
reality, not as a physical occupation, 
but for all substantial ends and pur- 
poses, the railroads are now govern- 
ment property. 

In deciding an income tax vold 
some dozen years ago the Supreme 
Court held that assuming the con- 
trol of the income of property is 
taking the property, and domination 
over interstate railroad systems 
surely has been assumed by the 
United States. 

The full scope and effect of the 
recent far-reaching Adamson law 
decision cannot be realized as yet, 
and its full understanding will re 
quire the lapse of our own times 
into history, but through an exam- 
ination of the law of the country as 
previously established some idea re- 
specting the scope of the rules now 
promulgated may be had. 

Plenary governmental contro! of 
railroad rates and charges is old in 
the United States and in Great 
Britain, while on the continent of 
Europe governments built the roads 
and have run them. Public control 
of railroad charges is justified be 
cause the roads enjoy the right of 
eminent domain and maintain 
throughout the community an or 
ganization in the nature of a public 
nuisance, liable to supression, save 
for the public service rendered. 
There service is a necessity and has 
been made a monopoly through 
State laws. 

Long ago the Supreme Court jus- 
tified the regulation of the charges 
for elevating and storing grain, and, 
under the English and colonial law, 
the tolls of grist mills were fixed by 
zublie authoMty. 

To the old and familiar control 
over charges has been added dicta- 
tion respecting hours of labor and 
rates of wages, and the Federal 
power determines what" shall be 
charged to the people by common 
carriers and what wages shall be 
paid by common carriers, in that 
manner controlling all of the re 
ceipts and a large on of the 
disbursements of the railways, with 
power announced to determine all 
other disbursements, but with no 
responsibility for leaving a surplus 
tpon which to base operating vigor, 
not to say financial credit. 

The situation so arising 
the government of the nited 
States in the position of a trustee 
for the owners of properties, with 
full discretion to manage them at 
w'll and without any obligation to 
protect either the traveling and 
shipping public in the enjoyment of 
good service or the nominal owners 
in their righte of property. Boards 
of direetors henceforth must be sub- 
servient to the political power. 

Applying the principles enunciat- 
ed in the Adamson case, We must 
place all property requisite for the 
use of railroads, as well as the 
roads themselves, within complete 
governmental control. Hence the 
manufacturers of steel rails and 
miners of coal must sell at prices 
which the railroads can pay or a 
paralysis of transportation will fol- 
low. The government also would be 
called upon to intervene, Ox prices 
and compe! the railroads to buy and 
the producers to sell at those prices 
and to compel the manufacturers 
and mine operators to comply with 
all requirements of labor as to 
wages and hours in order that those 
supplies necessary to the railroads 
may not fail. 

By such simple system of exten- 
sion the government may control all 
wages and commodities necessary, 
directly or indirectly, in the opera- 
tion of the railroads of the country, 


whereby railroads are supplied with 
D labor and materials. 
Steel, coal, fron, brass and copper, 
with all the numberless activities 
of manufacture, together with the 
entire personnel in their production 
concerned, are brought within the 
scope of governmental control and 
domination. By engaging in dus 
ness or employment within reach of 
any public necessity men and mate- 
Hals must nowe stand as enlisted 
public servants.

“INSIDE FACTS.” 


Was Quite Willing to Show

The crowd about 
evenly divided between supporters 
of Stecher and Caddock, shouted its 
protests or approval, and for a time 
there was tumult. The officials re- 
tired.

State Supreme Court Justice 
Speaks His Mind. 


Says 


Present Method Impedes 
Real Justice.

Thinks Judge Should be Able 
to Examine Accused. 


Justice F. W. Henshaw of the Su- 
preme Court of the State of Call- 
fornia in an address before the Bar 
Association of Los Angeles at the 
Alexandria last night advocated the 
abolition of the jury system, on the 
ground that it is an impediment to 
justice and that it places in the 
hands of twelve untrained men the 
sacred, solemn and important privi- 


liberty or property. 

Justice Henshaw also suggests 
that the present law, which renders 
the accused immune from examina- 


tion dy the court or counsel as to 
the charge on which he is being 
tried, should be o amended as to 
make this possible. He gave it as 
his opinion that such an examina- 
tion would materially aid the court 
in determining the innocence 
guilt of the accused. He closed 115 
address with a splendid tribute te 
the nation and its lofty ideals in the 
prosecuting of the war, which, he 
said, was for the perpetuation of 
liberty and justice, on which all 
progress has been founded. 
Hon. Frank Short spoke of the 
necessity of establishing a league to 
enforce He traced the 
progress of the century, mechanical 
ly, intellectually and politically. Me 
incidentally pald his respects to 
those who would set the world 
etraight by passing laws, and de- 
Clared that there had been more 
laws passed in Los Angeles in the 
ast ten years for the regulation of 
uman conduct than had been en- 
acted in the world from the pro,

HIPYARD SITE 
IS SET ASIDE. 


Industrial Plant on the 
Inner Harbor. 


The Council yesterday 
adopted an ordinance, under 
suspension of the rules, set- 
ting aside seventy acres of 
tidelands on Smith's Island, in 
the inner harbor, for the site 
of the proposed dock and 
shipyards which northern and 
eastern capitalists want to 
build. Mayor Woodman im- 
mediately signed the ordi- 
nance, and said the proposed 
contract between the city and 
the applicants for the site 
may be signed today. 

The application will be con- 
sidered today by the Harbor 
Commission and then referred 
to the Mayor. The latter de- 
clared there is no doubt about 
the consummation of the deal 
and that the actual construc- 
tion of ships will be started 
within sixty days. 

It is proposed te build a 
$1,000,000 dock and a ship- 
building plant which will cost 
upwards of $3,000,000. Not 
less than 3000 persons will be 
employed.

POWER PACT IS 
UP TO COUNCIL. 


City ti O 
Contract Crystallized. 


Gets Unanimous Approval 
of Service Commission. 
— — 

Is for a Three-month Period 
and may be Extended. 


The form of the operating con- 
tract between the city and the 
Southern California Edison Com- 
pany and the Pacific Light and Pow- 
er Company was presented at yes- 
terday’s meeting of the Public Serv- 
joe Commission, after a long confer- 
ence before the\public session. It 
was unanimously approved, and a 


copy of it was ordered sent te the 
City Council today. If the Council 
also gives its approval, then ft must 
be submitted to the State Railroad 
Commission for ratification. 

This implies speedy action, as the 
contract is to become effective the 
16th inst., according to the provi- 
sions approved yesterday. 

The principal provisions of this 
contract, which is a voluminous doc- 
ument, are in substance as follows: 

The ¢ontract between the city and 
the two companies is to be for a 
period of three months—from April 
16 to July 16 of this year. The 
companies are to take all electrical 
energy generated at the municipal 
Plant ud not distributed by the 
municipal system, and they are also 
to provide any extra electrical en- 
ergy that the city may need or that 
may be needed to supply the de- 
mands of the city consumers. 

EIGHT PER CENT. RATE. 


The city is to pay the companies 
a rate of 8 per cent. per annum 
on the purchase valuation of the 
companies’ distributing systems — 
$8,270,000. The companies are to 
retain from their collections the cost 
of maintenance of the distributing 
systema, and the proper proportion 
of the 8 per cent. annual payment, 
and are to turn into the city treas- 
ury daily the balance on their col- 
lections from the sale of city power. 
Exact settlements are to be made 
with the City Treasurer on the 10th 
day of each month. 

There is to be no paralleling of 
any portion of the distributing sys- 
tems of the two companies during 
the life of this contract. 

A board of supervisors is to be 
appointed—two from the city and 
two from the companies—to super- 
vise the maintenance, extension and 
conduct of the business performed 
under the contract. In case dis- 
agreement arises then a fifth mem- 
ber may be selected, or, if the mat- 
ter is of sufficient importance, it 
may be placed directly before the 
State Railroad Commission. 

The city shall have the privilege 
of extending this contract until July 
1, 1919, provided that at least ten 
days before the expiration of the 
three-month period written notices 
of such desire from the Public Serv- 
ice Commission. approved by the 
City Council, shall be given to the 
com panies. 

CANCELLATION CLAUSE. 

In the event of extension of the 
contract the city may, cancel the 
Same at any time by ing three 
months’ notice, under thé same pro- 


be canceled by a majority vote of 
the people, or by the payment to 
the companies of the purchase price 
of their distributing plante—$8,270,- 
000—and the city taking possession 
of the distributing systems. 

It is estimated that the city will 
have 25,000 horse power to dispose 
of, and the statement was made at 
yesterday's meeting of the commis- 
sion that the handling of the mu- 
nicipal power by the two companies 
will bring an income of $3000 per 
day for every working day during 
the three-month period.
